There seems to be no doubt exist- 
ing in the minds of these men who by their long e.xperience are çiost 
capable of expressing an intelligent opinion on the subject, as to the 
efficacy of the establishment of such a course nor as to its useful- 
ness when once established. .-Ml, whether they have risen to their 
present position from the foot of the ladder or not, are agreed upon 
the fact that the carrying out of such a scheme as that suggested 
would lead, not only to an extension of the sphere of usefulness of

What Mott Stands For 

Men come to college to get something they can't find in their 
wn home surroundings and among the people with whom they will 
ssoçiate during most of their lives. At a peculiarly plastic and re- 
ceptive stage in his development, the student is thrown into daily 
:ontlàct with men of widebtdjffering .cxperience and character, and 
noreover has opportunities of hearing outstanding men under cir- 
cumstances which in his career will always be unique. The only 
~ure for provincialism and narrowness of mind is contact with men 
'f wide human .sympatiiy and experience. 

If there is one man who represents, more than any other, what is 
best in the college man's ideals, it is John R. Mott, A true cos- 
mopolite, he has met with the leaders of almost every nation, under 
circumstances which would tend to bring out the best that was in 
them. He has not the cynicism of the man of the world who has 
done some travelling, nor of the diplomat or politician who knows 
men'only in their mutual rivalries. 

Men are quite ready to admit that material success is not the 
only, or even the true standard of value, and will uphold the col- 
lege as the place where a different atmosphere should be found, but 
few can out of their own experience present lo the future business 
and professional men any other standards; among these few Mott 
is a leader, who knows whereof he speaks. 

The strongest impression of this modern Christian statesman 
which one carries away, we believe, is that of a man who speaks 
straight from the shoulder, and ^ives in direct and unvarnished 
form %vhat he has observed m his own and many other men's expéri- 
ence; He seems to possess in an astonishing degree that foremost 
ingrédient of efficiency, a will which is at once master of mind and 
body. Character, we arc told, results from a series of choices, Mott 
appears to have chosen often and chosen correctly, his strength of 
character gives him his power to move men, and leaves an impres- 
|ion never-to-be-forgotten.

MARINE 

Tlie Germans are attemptinglo minimi/e tlie \ictory of Sir 
David Bcalty over the German fleet in the North Sea. Tlic offi- 
cial statement issued in Berlin yesterday stales that a British cruiser 
was sunk by the Ornian vessels. This report was eniphatii ally de- 
nied by the War Office. Tlie King sent a personal message to 
Sir David Beatty congratulating him on the victory of his fleet over 
the Germans. 

In England it is considered possible that the German attack was 
directed on Scotland, as the direction the German boats were travel- 
ling when near Heligoland, at the end of the battle, shows that 
they were retreating from the coast of Scotland. 

FRANCE 

The French were successful in destroying some German bridges 
across the Meuse. The French directed a very heavy artillerv firt- 
on the bridges and in a short time they were entirely demolished. 
This is a serious check to the Germans, as they were depending on 
1 these bridges to enable them to make a fierce attack on the French 
Mine between X'crdun and Toul. Although this is a very important 
J move on the part of the French official statement simply makes tlie 
laconic remark, "On tlie Meuse the destruction of the bridges of St. 
Mihiel was accomplished by our artillery." 

In spite of a very heavy fog in Alsace, the fighting has been 
\ ery severe. The French are on the offensive about four miles 
north of Steinbach. and have advanced as far as the wire entangle- 
ments outside the German trenches. This promises to be an interest- 
ing part of the fighting for the next few days. 

A report from Amsterdam states that the air raid last week on 
the town of Essen, resulted in the destruction of over four hundred 
military automobiles. >vhich were in a repair shed. This was a seri- 
ous blow to the enemy, and the Gemian Government has had to 
take over a private automobile factory near Aix-la-Chapelle. Sev- 
eral hundred Dutch workmen have obtained employment them. 

tiir. .RUSSIA 

.The Russians have gained a big victory over the Germans in 
I Southern Poland. The Germans were found to be advancing on 
{ Warsaw from the south. The Russian troops drove the enemy 
! back from twenty to thirty miles along a whole front of forty miles. 
I In the course of this gigantic task the Russians also occupied Kielce 
land Opoczno.
